fired one shot from his revolver, which 
went wide.

part of the officers and attaches who 
were in the building. 
Chief Tobin,

others joned in the rush and a detail 
of men was sent from the Police Sta- 
tion.

King. He was then taken to the New- 
port County Jail for safekeeping.

different places. He was arrested by 
the Newport police on a charge of 
breaking into a tailor shop and lar- 
ceny, of clothing, arid it was for this 
offence that he had just been sen- 
tenced to 15 months in jail by Judge 
Baker, it is possible that he may be 
brought before the Court again be- 
cause of his attempt to escape from 
custody.

j were re-elected by substantial plu- 
: rallties, but former Alderman Joseph

fourth by 1480 votes. 


For School Committee, on tfie face 


of the wardens' returns, Mrs. Alice 
Currier has defeated Edward J. Corco- 
ran by ten votes, but this result is BO 


i close that the official count may make 


a change, either increasing her plu- 
rality or wiping it out. Messrs. Baker, 
Bacheller and Clarke were re-electen 
by substantial pluralities. 


The permanent firemen and thefr 


friends had made a consistent effort 
to secure the approval of the propo- 
sition for a two-platoon system for 
the department, but this was defeat- 
ed by an even larger plurality than 
when it came before the people previ- 
ously.

SUPERIOR COURT 


The December cession of the Su- 


perior Court opened on Monday, with 
Judge Hugh B. Baker presiding. Can- 
didates for grand jury duty were ex- 
amined and after being sworn in n- 
tired to consider a number of mat- 
ters presented by Assistant Attorney 
General Makepeace. Late in the af- 
ternoon a number of indictments were 
reported, two of them being secret. 
The open indictments were as fol- 
lows: 
James W. Sully for assault 


with a dangerous weapon; 
William 


deShields, for driving off an automo- 
bile; Joseph G. Maiorana, for breaking 
and entering in the night time and 
larceny; Arthur Gregorakis, for set- 
ting fire with intent to defraud; John 
J. llaron, for breaking and entering 
and larceny.

Tuesday morning several defendants 


were called to plead. John J. Moran, 
alias Forrest Peck, of Tiverton, plead- 
ed nolo, and was given 15 months In 
the State Prison. He made a sensa- 
tional break • for liberty but 
was 


brought back within a short time. 
Joseph T. Maiorana pleaded nolo and 
was given a suspended sentence, nom- 
inal bail being furnished by Chief ol 
Police Tobin. Dennis J. Shea pleaded 
not guilty to a secret indictment and 
his case was 'continued. 
Two peti- 


tions for divorce were granted—Emily 
Mary Vandiver vs. Powell Ernest 
Vandivcr, and Gedge Smith vs. Ev- 
elyn Ellen Smith. 


A number of peitions for natural- 


ization were heard on Monday after- 
noon, and most of the petitioner! 
were admitted to American citizen- 
ship. 
In a few cases there was 


doubt about the action of the petition- 
ers during the draft, and some or 
them were continued for further in- 
vestigation. 


A civil action has occupied the at- 


tention 
of the Court 
for several 


days—C. C. Brewer vs. F. David d. 
Co. This was an action to recover 
for five carloads of potatoes which 
were shipped on defendant's order, 
and which he refused to accept whet, 
they arrived in Newport. The pota- 
toes were finally sold to other pur- 
chasers at reduced prices after they 
had remained in the cars for several 
weeks. Many witnesses were called 
by the plaintiffs to testify that the 
potatoes were in good condition., 


For the defense, it was claimed 


that the potatoes were not tie stand- 
ard grade specified, and that Mr. Da- 
vid's customers would not accept 
them. Mr. David took the ttand and 
told of personally examining all the 
potatoes and described the defects. 
He claimed to have paid a deposit on 
each car, and he wished this amount 
returned to him. 
Testimony in the 


case was completed Thursday night, 
after the case had been on for two 
days.

Mr. Juhn 'J. Peckham, one of the

the pulls and cast his vote-, hut his 
death came ju»t a month later, on 
the'date of the city election. Because 
of his long activity, in political mat- 
ters and his deep Interest in Repub- 
lican successes, the coincidence was 
striking. 


Mr. Peckham was a son of Stan- 


ton and Sarah Allen Peckham, anil 
was born in Newport on February 14, 
1842. 
While he- was still a boy hla 


parens removed to Augusta, Ga., 
where they were engaged in tho ho- 
tel business for a few years, later 
returning to Newport. 
After John 


! J. Peckham had completed his educa- 


tion In the Newport schools, he went 
to Fall River, where he was employed 
for nearly a quarter of a century in 
various establishments, and attained 
a high reputation as an axpcrt ac- 
countant. Returning to Newport, he 
was for a time employed as clerk in 
the old Atlantic House, and after- 
ward entered the employ of the late 
Julius Sayer in the grocery business, 
where he remained for many years. 


The greatest Interest of Mr. Peck- 


ham's life was In political affairs. He 
was for many years closely associated 
with the late Harwood E. Read on 
the Republican City Committee, and 


i his wide acquaintance with 'the voters 


of Newport made him a very valua- 
ble asset to the party on clcttion 
day. In the early nineties he was at 
the height of his power in local pol- 
itics, and was chosen to fill various 
offices of trust, serving as a mcmbei 
of,the General Assembly, a member 
of the State Board of Agriculture, 
and being for several years chairman 
of the board of Tax Assessors of the 
, City of Newport. 
' 


For a time he withdrew from ac- 


tive participation in business or pol- 
itics, but in 1913, he again becarr.i 
prominent in political affairs, wher> 
Mr, James P. Cozzens gained his con- 
se-t to allow the uie of his name as 
a ctndidate for the representative 
council. 
He was easily successful, 


and later was elected to the board 
of aldermen, where he served one 
term. He then returned to the coun- 
cil where he served on important 
committees and took an active part 
in the deliberations of that body, 


I 
Mr. Peckham was one of the old- 


est members of the Order of Red 
Men in Newport, having served as 
Sachem of Weenat Shaisitt Tribe, 
and as Great Eachem of Rhode Island. 
He was long an active member of 
Malbone Lodge, New England Order 
of Protection, having fcten Warden 
of the lodge and Grand Warden of 
the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island. 
He was an active participant in all 
the activities of both organization*. 


He is survived by a widow and sir 


daughters, a son having died a num- 
ber of years ago'. The daughters are 
Mrs. George N. Durfee, Hits Laura 
Neal Ptckham, Mus Sarah Allan 
IPeckham, Mrs. Bamuel JGerzchner, 
Miss Frances H. Peckham and Miss

general naval pocly: 


" 'To create, maintain and operate a 


navy second to none ami iu conformity 
with the ration for capital ships estab- 
lished by the treaty for limitation of j 
naval armaments.' 


"This policy should hold until such 


time as other powers, by their depart- 
ure from the Idea of suspended com- 
petition In naval armament, Indicate 
other procedure. Until such tlmo the 
navy of the United States may b« 
governed In naval strength by tho 
spirit of tbe capital ships ratios. 
Otherwise It will be necessary appro- 
priately to readjust our naval policy. 


"In elaboration of the general policy 


laid down above, a number of detailed 
po'fcles were prepared. A few of tho 
most important follows: 


'"To make the capital ship ratios 


tbe basis of building effort In all 
classes of fighting ships. 


" 'To direct the principal air effort 


on that part of the air service that la 
to operate from ships of Ihe fleet. 


" 'To assemble an active fleet at 


least once a year for a period of not 
leas than tbrcc months. 


" 'To maintain an active personnel 


afloat in conformity with the ratios for 
capital ships established by lie treaty 
for the limitation of naval armaments. 


" 'To maintain the marine corps per- 


sonnel at a strength sufficient to meet 
current requirements. 


" To make every effort, both ashore 


and afloat, at home and abroad, to 
assist the development of American 
Interests and especially the American 
merchant marine. 


" 'To create, organize and train a 


Naval Reserve force sufficient to pro- 
vide tie supplementary personnel nec- 
essary to mobilize tbe fleet and all Its 
aniillarles. 


" 'To make the Naval Heserre se- 


cure In Its status and organization as 
a part of the navy and lo guard Its 
Interests. 


" 'To cultivate a close association of 


officers of the active navy and of tie 
Naval Reserve. 


" 'To give to the public all Informa- 


tion not incompatible with military 
secrecy. 


"'To have always In mind that a 


system of outlying naval and commer- 
cial bases suitably distributed, devel- 
opened and defended Is one ot the 
most Important elements of national 
strength.1 


"This policy should be accomplished 


as soon as consistent with our eco- 
nomic situation."

Hay may be 
safely stacked out, but It Is unsafe to 
try to stack ahredded stover. Care
